Berlin: Kaiser William II broke all diplomatlcwrelations with France., 
yesterday, when tjie* Fr ( eneh jalnister K of defence ; Monsi-euij kakofka^ shew- 
ed up for a conference with the German Emperor intoxicated. ' * At first 
the Kaiser attempted to ignore this, however, when the French Minister 
was asked whether he would like French wine, German beer or Russian 
Vodka, and answered, "yes, please" the Kaiser took this as a personal 
offense. When asked about the incident, Monsieur Lakofka replied,* "I 
never do anything by half measures, everything is in fifths. And by 
the way I wish to refute thos e false rumors that I have my shirts des- 
igned with padded elbows for leaving on *bars, ^i'fe's jJure speculation!" 
It will be noted that a similar incident occured' last week when Qmar II 
showed up for a conference, breathing with the soft, narcotised rhythem 
of the Marijuana smoker.

Istanbul Turkey (28 February 1900) (UPI) "The entire civilized world 
is on the brink of conflict— a war such as nev r experienced by humani- 
ity beforeS" So orated His Omnipotence Sultan Omar II Protector of the 
Faithful. The Turkish leaded stated further: "This trouble is all 
being brought about by the agitation of the French, Like frogs in 
a polluted pond thay croak for a cloak of aggression in order to hide 
the shame of their recent humiliation at the hads of the Russsians. 
What they really desire is to once again chain theri fellow Europeans 
under Bonapartesque subjugation. Tu"key firmly backs her European 
neighbors' Italy, Germany, and Great Britain in therl reghteous 
desire to fry the Frenchies!" 

Relations between these two nations have been near hostile since 
Turkey closed its Empassy in Paris in 1898, drove the hordes of Fren- 
ch street-walkers out of Asia Minor, and banned the sale of certain 
French made items most noted for the feather attached to their ends. 
These latter moves cut the French gross national product by 50$ 
Algiers (March 30, 1900) (jAPe) Nationalist elements in all of North 
Africa are preraring to rise and throw off the cruel yoke of French 
domination.

The Chateau de la Comptess de Caquet — Orleans, France — December 11,1900 
Dignitaries of all the Great Powers were in attendance, the ambassadors
